COMPTROLLER OF ARMY ACCOMPTS. 




REMARKS. 

(a) This Diminution in the Contingencies for the year ending the 24th of December 1807 from that of the year ending 
24th of December 1806, is in cnnfequence of the trifling variation in the expence of Poftage, Stationary, and l'mall inci- 
dental expences for the ufe of the Office. 

( b ) The fituation of Accomptant in the Office was abolifhed on the 24th of December 1807, and the falary added to the 
falaries of the fourteen Senior Clerks, in the proportions dated ; fo that in fait there was neither an Increafe or Diminution 
in the total amount under the head of Salaries, but a Diminution of one in the numbers ; but in confideration of the great 
length of fervice of the Accomptant, his great age, and confeqitent inability of any longer difeharging the duties of his 
fituation, his Grace the Lord Lieutenant was pleated to permit him to retire on his falary, which is paid to him, and 
charged under the head of Contingencies, which is the caufe of fo great an increafe to the expenditure under that head. — - 
The Contingencies have alfo been incrcafed in confequencc of one of the Clerks becoming deranged, and in confideration of 
the unfortunate man’s fituation, which has rendered him incapable of being of the fmallett benefit to liis family, who would 
have been in the utmoft diftrefs and miiery, having nothing hut his falary to ful.fi ft upon. His Grace the Lord Lieutenant 
was pleafed to grant and direct the amount (£. 100 a year) to he paid to him, and charged to Contingencies, fo long as he 
continues to be afflicted with his prel'ent unfortunate malady, and which commenced the 25th September 1807. — The 
remaining part of the increafe to the Contingencies is owing to the variation in the expence of Poftage, Stationary, and 
fmall incidental expences for the ufe of the Office. 

(c) This increafe in the Contingencies is owing- to the falary of the Clerk above mentioned, and an increafe in the 
expence of Stationary.
